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Meeting with Mayor smooths over tax rate debate... 

Tax rate to be set December 10th at special meeting 


After voting to table setting the tax rate put forth by 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen and presented by Assessor 
Chet Nicora during its meeting Monday night, some 
members of the Agawam Town Council are now in 
support of the proposed rate, which reflects a 14 cent 
decrease to residents. 

"Based upon the meeting we just had with Council 
President Gina Letellier, Vice President Bob Young, 
and Councilor Jill Simpson, they understand why I 
proposed what 1 proposed and are in agreement,” 
said Cohen Tuesday afternoon. 

“I’m very happy we could come to a concensus,” he 
added. 

A special meeting of the council has been called for 
Monday evening, December 10th at the Middle 
School to adopt tax rates for the town. The meeting 
begins at 7:00 p.m. 

There was some confusion at the Town Council 
meeting, where members of the School Committee 
asked the council to consider keeping the rates the 
same and giving what some perceived as “extra" 
money to support full-day kindergarten programs. 

However, Nicora explained that there is no extra

money. As residential taxes are decreased, commer¬ 
cial rates must be increased, he said. 

“I cannot keep one the same and go up or down on 
the other one,” Nicora said. 

He sets the tax factor based on money mandated 
by the budget and included the recently passed sup¬ 
plemental budget of $120,000, which brought the total 
amount to just over $30 million. 

The supplemental funds came from more than 
$300,000 in unexpected new growth. Nicora had pro¬ 
jected only about $300,000 in new growth, and added 
that $420,000 of that growth had been appropriated. 
Council members wondered where the $273,000 in 
unused new growth had gone. 

“If you don’t use it, it’s like you never had it,” Nicora 
said, adding that if the council chose to appropriate it 
now, it could not be done in time to get the tax bills out 
on schedule and the money could not be used for 
another year anyway. 

Plus, he said, that money would be added to the 
figure the tax factor is based upon, making taxes go 
up.

The council agreed that that amount of money was 
too much to remain unused. 

“We’re being asked to basically kiss off $273,000, 
said Councilor Anthony Bonavita. 1 don't think we’re 
being fair to the public if we rush to vote on this 
tonight," he added at Monday night’s meeting. 

Some councilors were upset the Mayor was not 
present at the meeting to provide more information. 

“We’ve asked the Mayor to come to meetings,” said 
Councilor Robert Magovern. “We’ve said that commu¬ 
nication is difficult between the council and the Mayor. 
As far as I’m concerned, we should wait for the 
answers that we need.” 

Cohen said he provided information to the council 
more than a month ago. 

“The $270,000 they’re talking about is values of 
assessment,” Cohen said. “It’s not enough to make an 
impact and if it goes into free cash, it can’t be touched 
for another year. So it wouldn’t have an impact, other 
than on the residents by making taxes higher.” 

A meeting of the council’s Finance Committee is 
scheduled for Friday morning.

Agawam Chamber holds 
successful Candidate’s Forum 

To the Editor: 

Agawam business owners and town residents 
turned out in an impressive number to hear the com¬ 
ments made by hopefuls for the School Committee, 
City Council and Mayoral elections at the recent two- 
evening Agawam Chamber Candidate’s Forum held 
at the Agawam Middle School. 

Agawam Chamber President Robert F.L. 
MacDonald of Work Opportunity Center served as 
moderator for the Forums, and panelists included Sy 
Becker of WWLP-TV 22, Kay Saltmarsh of The 
Agawam Advertiser, and Ezra Fieser of the Union 
News/Sunday Republican. 

During the Forum for the School Committee, six 
incumbents and four challengers discussed full-day 
kindergarten, education reform laws, MCAS tests, 
and teacher salaries. In the results of the November 
election, all incumbents, including Teresa M. Kozloski, 
Linda M. Galarneau, Roberta G. Doering, Susan P. 
Dawson, Susan A. Pettazzoni, and Rosemary 
Sandlin, were re-elected to the Committee. 

Thirteen City Council candidates vying for 11 open¬ 
ings squared off during their portion of the Forum. The 
candidates touched on such long-standing issues as 
a new location for the Department of Public Works, a 
resolution for the Tuckahoe Turf Farm dispute, expan¬ 
sion of the Senior Center, and Six Flags New England 
traffic. Agawam voters elected to return nine of the 
incumbents to the Council, including Anthony C. 
Bonavita, George Bitzas, Joseph Mineo, Jill P. 
Simpson, Richard Morassi, Gina Letellier, Robert 
Young, John Negrucci, and Dennis Perry. Ruth R. 
Carr Bitzas and Lowell McLane will serve their first 
term with the City Council. 

City Councilor Richard Rossi faced incumbent 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen during a spirited mayoral 
debate, discussing various issues including Mayor 
Cohen's use of the Agawam City Solicitor and Rossi’s 
possible negotiations with police unions should he be 
elected. Both candidates expressed a willingness to 
increase revenues by increasing business in Agawam 
and in the preservation of open space. Election 
results concluded that Agawam residents were satis¬ 
fied with Mayor Cohen’s accomplishments, re-elect¬ 
ing him to his second term.

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is proud to announce the Senate passage 
of legislation to provide additional privacy protections 
for sexual assault and rape victims in civil trials when 
receiving abuse counseling. 

“The victims of rape and sexual assault have suf¬ 
fered enough at the hands of their assailants," said 
Melconian. “We must assure that they are not victim¬ 
ized a second time in their pursuit of justice.” 

Senate 2179, “An act establishing a bill of rights for 
victims of sexual assault,” extends the existing rape 
shield law to civil cases. Under section 21B of chap¬ 
ter 233 of the current law, victims of rape and sexual 
assault cannot have their past sexual conduct used 
as evidence in a criminal trial. The only exceptions to 
this rule are if the past sexual conduct is with the 
defendant or is recent conduct by another individual 
that could provide alternate physical evidence of the 
crime. This legislation also extends the statue of limi¬ 
tation for civil cases by one year when new DNA evi¬ 
dence becomes available. 

Current law protects all communications between 
victims and sexual assault, rape and domestic vio¬ 
lence counselors, making them privileged and confi¬ 
dential. Senate 2179 extends these protections to 
interpreters who translate during these sessions as 
well. 

“These increased privacy measures will protect 
victims from the stigma that can be associated with 
being a victim of sexual assault,” said Melconian. 
“These individuals need time and space to heal and 
recover from that experience.”

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Brent Crocker and 
the dolphins 

(Part II) 

by Rich Morassi 

Last week, I reported in The AAN that Agawam 
Unico is doing its annual Pancake Breakfast with 
Santa to raise funds to send Brent Crocker to swim 
with the dolphins. Brent, a 12-year-old student in 
Betty Murphy’s fifth grade class at Agawam Middle 
School, has cerebral palsy, along with other issues, 
and he is up for the challenge. 

James Clark PTO started the ball rolling as they 
had Brent last year, and is still very much involved 
supporting the project. Now the Middle School PTO is 
also involved, sending home information to all their 
students about the project and selling tickets at their 
annual Christmas bazaar. Brent’s classmates are also 
involved and enthusiastic about the project, and many 
have volunteered to be "helper elves” at the break¬ 
fast, which is this Sunday, December 9th at the Polish 
American Club on Southwick Street in Feeding Hills. 

Tickets are $4.50, with children under nine admit¬ 
ted free. Breakfast will be served from 8:00-11:30 
a.m., although Unico would appreciate people coming 
by 10:30 or 11:00 a.m. as the Polish Club has anoth¬ 
er event starting in the early afternoon. 

The dolphins Brent wants to meet are in Key 
Largo, Florida in a program called “Island Dolphin 
Care, Inc.” The program was started and is run by 
Deena Hoagland, whose own severely disabled son 
had a life-changing experience with the dolphins over 
10 years ago. Since that time, she has created an 
environment where other disabled children can have 
the opportunity her son had. The tuition cost for one 
week of classes with the therapists in school and in 
the water and with the dolphins is $2,000. Beyond 
that, there is the cost of travel, room, and board. 

Mrs. Hoagland, in her public communications, is 
very clear that life-changing experiences cannot be 
guaranteed and that they are more the exception than 
the rule. That having been said, however, she has wit¬ 
nessed more than enough progress seeing disabled 
children interact with the dolphins in the water to jus¬ 
tify the effort required. 

She believes the progress begins with the stimu¬ 
lating experience of having a 10-foot, 600-pound 
mammal (not to mention the 80-something, razor 
sharp teeth) giving unconditional acceptance in their 
ocean habitat to each child. And this, the dolphins can 
be counted on to do. Amazingly, the more disabled 
the child, the more sensitive and attentive the dol¬ 
phins prove to be. These experiences are so unique 
and rewarding that the children are inspired to 
attempt things they never before tried. At minimum, 
the experience with the dolphins usually provides 
increased self-esteem, attention, focus, commitment, 
trust, and motivation. And then there is the sheer 
adventure of it all. Would not every teacher want a 
dolphin in their classroom? 

If you cannot make the Breakfast with Santa, if you 
wish, you can contribute directly to the cause by

Councils are extensions of the Jimmy Fund and aid 
in its overall mission to fight childhood and adult can¬ 
cers through fundraisers, public relations, and volun¬ 
teer activities. Councils operate under the authority of 
the bylaws approved by the Board of Trustees of 
Dana-Farber. 

Currently, there are four Councils in existence: 
Boston. Berkshire, Rhode Island, and Western MA 


(Pioneer Valley). Each are made up of dedicated indi¬ 
viduals combining their special talents and unique 
skills into a far-reaching fundraising network. 

They plan, run, and support special events, includ¬ 
ing golf tournaments, radiothons, ice cream festivals, 
and much more throughout New England. 

The Western MA Council has been in existence 
since October 1981. Over the past 20 years, the 
events and activities of the Council have raised ovei 
$3.6 million to support the lifesaving work of the Dana- 
Farber Cancer Institute.

Promises made, promises kept 

The Bible is, among other things, a book of prom¬ 
ises. From Genesis to Revelation, the Bible records 
promises God has made to the people who accept 
Him on His terms. The promises God makes span the 
concerns of life. In the book of Jeremiah, for example, 
is this wonderful promise from God: “ For I know the 
plans I have for you, ” declares the Lord, “plans to 
prosper you and not to harm you, plans to give 
you hope and a future. ” 

The promises of God towards those who embrace 
Him are wonderful. Some people might wonder if 
they're too good to be true. We may want to believe 
that God’s promises can be believed, but how can we 
know for sure we can? Perhaps one of the best ways 
we can affirm for ourselves that the promises of God 
can be relied upon is to reflect upon the promises 
which God has made, and which are already fulfilled. 
Thai's the way we learn to trust people, and it might 
not be a bad way tc determine that we can trust God. 

The most important promise God ever made to 
people is the promise that He would send us a 
Redeemer. God had given our earliest ancestors, 
Adam and Eve, everything they needed for their well¬ 
being. But then, Adam and Eve opened the door to sin 
upon themselves and all of their descendents, by 
rebelling against God. That is why we need a 
Redeemer, and why God promised He would send 
one Christmas is the fulfillment of God’s most impor¬ 
tant promise to us. 

Jesus Christ was like no other person, for many 
reasons. Among them is the fact that the Bible is full 
of promises that He would come and what He would 
do. Those promises should be sufficient to encourage 
our hearts to trust God’s promises. Although there are 
hundreds of such promises, which pre-date Jesus 
earthly iife by hundreds of years, we can only consid¬ 
er a few of them. 

God promised He would send a Redeemer, or 
Savior, initially as a child or baby. This promise 
appears in the Book of Isaiah, written more than 700 
years before Jesus was born. For to us a Child is 
bom, to us a Son is given, and the government 
wilt be on His shoulders . And He shall be called 
Wonderful Counselor, Mighty God, Everlasting 


A Season Of Renewal 
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Father, Prince of Peace. Of the increase of His 
government and peace there will be no end. He 
will reign on David’s throne and over his kingdom, 
establishing it and upholding it forever with jus¬ 
tice and righteousness from that time on and for¬ 
ever. The zeal of the Lord Almighty will accom¬ 
plish this. 

The attributes Wonderful Counselor, Mighty 
God, Prince of Peace and the others obviously don’t 
refer to a regular person, but they are exactly the 
kinds of things that are said about Jesus, by the Bible 
and by the Church. We can also tell this promise 
refers to Jesus Christ, rather than an ordinary person, 
because of the comments about the everlasting 
nature of His kingdom. 

Some people were surprised that Jesus came to 
earth as a child in the first place, but they shouldn’t 
have been. Isaiah 53 says He grew up before him 
like a tender shoot, a reference to the fact that the 
promised Messiah, or Redeemer, would have a child¬ 
hood experience. 

Micah 5:2 tells us where the Redeemer would be 
born: But you, Bethlehem Ephrathah, though you 
are small among the clans of Judah, out of you 
will come for Me one who will reign over Israel, 
whose origins are from of old, from ancient times. 
Jesus was born in Bethlehem. 

Zechariah 9:9 foretold Jesus' triumphal entry into 
Jerusalem on Palm Sunday: Rejoice greatly, o 
Daughter of Zion! Shout, Daughter of Jerusalem! 
See, your King comes to you, righteous and hav¬ 
ing salvation, gentle and riding on a donkey, on a 
colt, the foal of a donkey. The fulfillment of this 
prophecy is recorded for us in the Gospels of Mark 
(chp. 11) and Luke (chp. 19). 

That Jesus would be our Redeemer by dying for 
our sins was foretold by Isaiah. But He was pierced 
for our transgressions, He was crushed for our 
iniquities; the punishment that brought us peace 
was upon Him. That Jesus would be resurrected was 
also foretold by Isaiah: After the suffering of His 
soul, He will see the light of life and be satisfied. 
He died, but didn’t stay dead. 

Jesus Christ was not merely a man of His times, 
who arose in response to circumstances. The Bible 
says, In the fullness of time, God sent His Son, 
born of a woman, born under the law, to redeem 
those under the law, that we might receive the full 
rights of the children of God. Jesus Christ was the 
fulfillment of many promises of God, stated through 
many prophets, over a period of many centuries.

Problems And Solutions 

You fail to divide a complex problem into small, 
manageable segments. Don’t try to fix everything at 
once ... get focused. Divide your problems into small • 
units.

Negligence & Tort 
Fork Lift - Falling Pallet 

The plaintiff was a 39 year-old truck driver with a 
reportedly checkered work history. He alleged that he 
was struck by a pallet falling from the forks of the 
defendant’s fork truck, operated by the defendant’s 
employee during a late-night pickup of a product at 
the defendan’t premises. 

The plaintiff had no records to substantiate his alle¬ 
gation, other than records obtained from his then- 
employer that established that he was in fact on the 
defendant’s premises on the date and time alleged. 
The plaintiff made no worker’s compensation claim 
for his injuries or any written report to his employer. 

The plaintiff asserted that his periods of unemploy¬ 
ment and eventual disability prior to his surgery, 
almost three years after the date of the alleged acci¬ 
dent, were causally related to his deteriorating condi¬ 
tion from the accident. 

The defendant had no records of an accident 
occurring. He disputed the plaintiff’s account of the 
work practices for truck loading then in effect as of the 
date of the accident. He was also reportedly unable to 
produce or identify the employee who would have 
been driving the forklift for the loading of the plaintiff’s 
truck. 

The defendant also disputed the causal relation¬ 
ship given the lack of a fresh report. He asserted con¬ 
tradictions in medical reports thereafter between any 
accident occurring at the defendant’s premises and 
the plaintiff's subsequential cervical fusion. The plain¬ 
tiff, both prior to and subsequent to the accident, had 
encountered certain personal difficulties, which he 
asserted were exacerbated by the injuries caused by 
the defendant and resulting pain. The matter was 
mediated prior to trial and settled for $250,000.00.

Influenza (flu) is a very contagious disease of the 
respiratory tract. Symptoms include sudden fever, 
muscle aches, general body weakness, and 
headaches. The elderly, pregnant women, and those 
with chronic medical problems and weakend immune 
systems are at high risk. 

The most dangerous complication of the flu is 
pneumonia. Therefore, it is recommended that per¬ 
sons over age 65 also receive a pneumonia vaccine. 
People who are allergic to eggs or have had an

Agawam Middle School 
band teacher plays music 
with his students

At the start of this new school year, Zach Scherpa 
became the new band instructor for the fifth and sixth 
grade students at the Agawam Middle School and he 
said this is the job he’s always wanted. 

“I always wanted to teach the middle school age 
group," Scherpa said. “I am very fortunate to be teach¬ 
ing and I feel most comfortable teaching this age 
group.” 

Scherpa said he likes introducing instruments to his 
students and watching them learn how to play. 

“It’s neat to see the kids play in concerts by the end 
of the year,” Scherpa said. 

Scherpa has been involved with teaching for the 
last four years and was hired in the middle of July for

the Middle School post. 

“I had one interview (with other members of the 
Music Department) and Principal Ralph Zavarella,” 
Scherpa said. "The interview lasted about an hour- 
and-a-half and I received a call that same day, saying 
I was the chosen candidate. Working with kids is grat¬ 
ifying, it keeps you on your toes. There is something 
new every day." 

Scherpa has known for a long time that he wanted 
to be a teacher. “I really enjoy teaching and I couldn’t 
see myself doing anything else,” Scherpa told us. 
Scherpa also likes teaching to inspire his students. 

“Ultimately, every teacher’s goal is to inspire their 
students,” Scherpa added. 

As the band instructor, Scherpa said his responsi¬ 
bilities include introducing a variety of instruments to 
the fifth grade band students, such as the flute, saxo¬ 
phone, clarinet, trumpet, trombone and percussion. 
(Generally at this grade level, the students do not 
have prior knowledge of the instruments.) 

In the second half of the year, he then concentrates 
on more rehearsal time with the fifth grade students to 
prepare them for a concert at the end of the year. His 
responsibilities for teaching the sixth grade band stu¬ 
dents include teaching them the basics of the above- 
named instruments, as well as introducing the tenor 
saxophone, baritone horn, base clarinet and the pic¬ 
colo flute. 

The school supplies some of the instruments, like 
the baritone, bass clarinet, saxophone and piccolo, 
otherwise the students have to rent or buy their own 
instruments for classes. 

Scherpa teaches approximately 115 band students 
in the fifth grade and approximately 70 students in the 
sixth grade. 

“Learning all the names at first was a little difficult,” 
Scherpa laughed. 

He went on to say that it’s sometimes difficult to 
teach in an auditorium, where he also has his office, 
because people are always coming and going in the 
auditorium. 

Although there are some difficult aspects of teach¬ 
ing, Scherpa noted, “I love this job and I don t see 
myself moving as long as the Town of Agawam will 
have me here. This is what I always wanted and I 
couldn’t ask for much more. When I first arrived at the 
Middle School, people already knew my name and I 
was very much welcomed,” Scherpa said.

During the second half of the year, the jazz band is 
open to the sixth grade students and exceptional fifth 
graders who want to play the bass guitar, electric gui¬ 
tar and piano, in a addition to the other instruments. 
The jazz band will rehearse after school starting after 
the holiday break. 

He organizes his lessons as sectionals that are 
geared towards preparing the band for learning music 
during the week, as well as getting ready for the con¬ 
cert at the end of the year with rehearsals. 

Throughout the day, Scherpa teaches lessons, and 
before school on Tuesday mornings, the sixth grade 
has rehearsal time, and on Wednesday mornings the 
fifth grade has rehearsal time. 

In addition to rehearsals, Mr. Scherpa said he 
offers help classes for the fifth grade on Thursday 
mornings from 8-8:25 and the same time on Friday 
mornings for the sixth grade band students. 

Scherpa’s education includes a bachelor’s degree 


in music education and a bachelor’s degree in inten¬ 
sive Special Education from Westfield State College. 

His main study was playing the trumpet since he 
was in grade school. Scherpa said he learned how to 
play all the instruments in college, and when he 
instructs his band students, he plays along with them. 

When asked if he had a favorite instrument he likes 
to play, Scherpa said he doesn’t prefer any instrument 
to another. 

“It’s fun to be able to play a variety of instruments,'' 
Scherpa said. “You get a different understanding of 
how the band works and you never really know how to 
teach until you play an instrument yourself.” 

Scherpa resides in Westfield with his wife, who he 
married this past June. 

When he is not teaching, Scherpa said he enjoys 
snow skiing, mountain biking, surfing, and being with 
friends. 

“Of course, I also love music,” Scherpa said.

K. In order to ensure public safety, the mini¬ 
mum distance from the base of a telecommunica¬ 
tions tower to (i) any property line and/or street, 
shall be a minimum of the height of the 
facility/mount, including any antennas or appurte¬ 
nances; (ii) all structures on adjacent lots shall be 
at least 375 feet; and (iii) all publicly owned parks 
and playgrounds shall be at least 375 feet. As 
used herein, “publicly owned parks” shall not 
include any municipal golf course. If, however, 
the applicant demonstrates to the Special Permit 
Granting Authority that due to any combination of 
factors relating to the land, such as topographic 
conditions, terrain, wetlands, vegetative cover 
and other existing improvements, a reduced set¬ 
back is necessary, the Special Permit Granting 
Authority may reduce the setback requirement to 
not less than 200 feet subject to finding that the 
reduced setback will not result in a material and 
unreasonable safety hazard.

puts 2001 as 
dream season

It was a long time coming (12 years) when the 
Agawam High girls' soccer team won the Western 
Mass. Division I crown on November 10th at Szot 
Park over Westfield High. “Yeah, it was like a dream 
come true," said third-year Coach Laura Wray- 
Ramos, who suffered through a 1-13-4 season in 
2000, giving the Brownies the tag “worst to first” dur¬ 
ing their memorable playoff run. 

This year’s group included scorers, rock-solid 
defenders, a superb goalie, speed merchants, a 
steady stream of role players, and excellent team 
chemistry. And as time wore on, they began to believe 
in themselves and their ability to compete with the 
best in Western Mass. 

“Every now and then, I’d allow myself to think we 
might be good enough (to win it all). We had the tal¬ 
ent. Certain things just had to fall into place,” Wray - 
Ramos would say of her charges, who finished 13-5- 
4 when all was said and done. 

One of those things was confidence, which was 
dealt a serious blow in the first game of the season - 
a crushing 5-1 loss to Ludlow, the defending Western 
Mass, and state champs. A few days later, they were 
to face an equally tough Cathedral team. But some¬ 
times every journey involves a bit of luck. The game 
was postponed for weeks down the road. That gave 
AHS a much-needed breather. 

Next up was a tough, 1-0 loss to tough Westfield on 
a September night of thunderstorms at Westfield’s 
Bullens Field. Despite the loss, the Brownies out¬ 
played the Bombers. 

At 0-2, the 2001 Brownies needed a win. It was a 
5-1 blowout vs. Holyoke where sophomore striker 
Amanda Janik exploded onto the scene with two 
goals and two assists. 

They would go unbeaten for five more games that 
included wins over Pittsfield (8-0), Central (3-1), 
Longmeadow (2-1), a 1-1 tie vs. Westfield, and a 1-1 
tie vs. West Springfield. All of those teams, except for 
Central, would later qualify for the Division I 
Tournament. 

The streak ended with a 2-1 loss to East 
Longmeadow, the three-time defending Western 
Mass. Division II champs, defending state champs, 
and the Kurty-Fielding Division leaders in front of 
AHS. The Brownies struck only a minute into the 
game when junior forward Kaitlin Sardella rushed 
down the left sideline and found Janik all alone in 
front, and the Brownies gave notice early. 

EL took over in the second half and sophomore 
goalie Megan Gloster had a great game before EL 
scored twice in the last 10 minutes to take the win. 

At that juncture, the Brownies stood at 5-3-2 and 
were 3-1 in their division. 

It was obvious to all the faithful that these kids 
could play. Through 10 games, Janik was at the top of 
the division in scoring and had piled up a ton of points. 
Senior sweeper Amanda Blair was playing awfully 
well, as was junior stopper Danielle Cirillo.
